STONE WINS. 


Nominated for Governor on the 
Nineteenth Ballot. 


Callaway Started the Stampede, Which 
Could Not Be Checked. 


DALTON WENT DOWN BEFORE THE 
SWELLING TIDE. 


St. Louls Delegates Did Much of the 
Work Which Named the Winner—How 
the Movement Which Ended the 
Deadlock Was Managed—A Storm In- 
terferes With the Balloting—Scenes in 
the Hall Where the Sweltering Dele- 
gates Were Packed. 


JEFFERSON Crrr, Mo., Jul) 20.—W. J. Stone 
of Nevada, Vernon County, was nominated 
for Governor by the Democratic Convention 
on the nineteenth ballot. The deciding bal- 
lot stood:

JEFFERSON City, Mo., July 20.—The four - 
teenth ballot for Governor inthe State Con- 
vention this morning was begun with no 
nominating combination in sight. Indeed, 
it was so certain the deadlock was as tight as 
it was when the convention adjourned last 
night that some of the delegates who are 
bound to the five candidates only by prom- 
ises began to talk of nominating James M. 
Seibert, the State Auditor. The suggestion 
meets with much favor among the strag- 
glers, but it would require a two-thiras vote 
to introduce a new candidate now, and the 
convention is not likely to favor the propo- 
sition. 

The beautiful Gibson machine was brought 
into the convention by Mayor Cowherd and 
Commissioner Tom Morrow a little battered 
this morning. The Gibson men have the 
organization and they tried touse itin the 
night session to keep the balloting going on 
sothe Kansas City Judge could creep up. 
They wanted to exhaust the Stone and Dal- 
ton men and tire out the scattering vote. 

HOW IT WAS DONE. 

At2o’clock this morning John Morton of 
Ray, a Stone man, was in the chair, and 
Dave Wallace, the Gibson director, had 
charge of all the roll clerks and secretaries. 
The Dalton men tried to adjourn again and 
again, assisted by the Claycomb and Yea- 
man delegates. 

Chairman Morton and the Gibson clerks 
beat the attempt every time, not fairly, but 
by sharp practice. They knew that the con- 
vention would adjourn if it got to a vote. 
When the clerks would be counting upa 
ballot, the convention waiting, a Dalton man 
would move to adjourn. The chairman would 
rule that the motion was out of order, asa 
roll call was in progress. The delegate would 
sit down, Secretary Wallace would announce 
the vote and before the last vote was out of 
his mouth his reading clerk would call Adair 
County for another ballot. That stopped the 
motion for another roll call. 

This was done again and again, the metnod 
being varied a little, tillthe Dalton men be- 
came exasperated. In the middle of the 
twelfth ballot N. D. Thurmond, the prose- 
cuting attorney of Callaway County, got up 
and with a voice like a bull stopped the roll. 

„Mr. Chairman,’’ said he, I give notice 
that atthe end of one more ballot I shall 
move to adjourn.’’ 

‘*You’re out of order, said Chairman 
Morton. Heisslight and his voice is wean. 

The clerk started onthe roll again. Thur- 
mond's thunderous voice stopped him a sec- 
ond time. 

Mr. Chairman, said he, you can’t over- 
ride this convention like this. I will not say 
that you are acting inthe interest of one of 
the candidates, butit seems so. You can 
rule me out of order now, but I want you to 
understand that you must give me a chance 
tomake my motion at theend of the next 
ballot. 

As Thurmond spoke half of the men in the 
convention were on their feet yelling ap- 
provali and jeering at him. The Kansas City 
men were upon chairs, shouting to strength- 
en the Chairman, and the St. Louis Dalton 
men were shouting insults at him, 

No Tammany in Missouri, a Macon 
County man yelled. Above all the tumult 
Thurmond’s voice rose, and the rumble of Ed 


Butler's voice protesting against the tyranny ’ 


of the Chairman made a counter noise for 
the St. Louis yells. The Gibson men were 
scared by the demonstration, and Commis- 
sioner Morrow gave orders that the motion to 


adjourn must be allowed. 
At the end of the thirteenth ballot the mo- 


tion was put and carried. 
THURMOND IN THE CHAIR. 


This morning there was a protest against 
Chairman- Merton by friends of Daiton and 
the result was that Mr. Thurmond himself 
appeared in thechair when the convention 
was called to order at 10:45 to-day. Balloting 
was resumed at once, the first taken to-day 
‘being the fourteenth of the convention. 
There are 527votes and it requires 264 to nomi- 
nate. 

When the first ballot was ordered a howl 
went up from the delegates about the crowds 
blocking the aisles and sitting in the win 
dows, shutting off every breath of fresh air. 

‘*There’s no use talking,’’ shouted a North 
Missouri delegate, we cannot live long in 
this atmosphere unless some thing is done.“ 
Acting Chairman Thurmond started out in a 
business-like way to remedy the evil. Ser- 
geants-at-arms were put in all the aisles and 
a guard placed at each window to keep the 
way clear for the little air stirring at the time, 

When the roll was called forthe fourteenth 
ballot the figures showed the following re- 


FOURTEENTH BALLOT. 


The Dalton lieutenants made ineffectual 
efforts to break the Jackson County vote. 
The Gibson leaders were told that unless 
Gibson cameto Dalton’s relief Stone would 
ultimately win. The Gibsoh men would not 
Yieldaninch. ‘‘Gibson is in this race tostay 
and he will win’’ said Tom Morrow and Hugh 
McGowan, the leaders of the Gibson forces 
from Jackson‘‘and our 82 votes will stay with 
him until next Christ mas it necessary.

The gain made by Stone on the seventeenth 
baliot set the convention wild again, the 
Stone men making tne outbreak with the 
hope of creating a stampede. 

MORE RAILROAD ATTORNEY WORE, 

There was Very little difference between the 
thirteenth ballot, the last taken this morning 
at the close of the night session,and the four- 
teenth, the first taken when the convention 
met again, and Jasper ——8 which had 
been voting 7 for Olaycomb, this time 
voted 6 for Claycomb and 1 for Stone. The 
Stone vote was cast by W. H. Phelps, the 
Missouri Pacific lawyer, who worked desper- 
ately all through the night session to 
— a vote here and there for his candidate, 

evoting much time to the St. 
Louis delegates at the end of the 
roll, W. B. McIntyre of Joplin challenging 
the vote of the county. He said that the 
county had instructed its delegates to vote as 
a unit for Claycomb and Phelps had no right 
to break away to Stone. Cheers and hisses 
greeted the mention of Phelps’ name. The 
chairman stated that the delegates were re- 
sponsible to their counties for their votes, 
and the convention had nothing to do with 
it. The challenge was out of order and the 
vote must be counted as announced. The 
ballot was announced and loudly cheered. 

To stop the threatened break in their 
delegations the Dalton, Yeaman, Claycomb, 
and Gibson men joined in supporting the 
motion of John H. Carroll to take a recess 
till 2 o' clock. 

The Stone delegates voted solidly against 
the motion of Carroll andit was defeated by 
a vote of 267 to . 

During the first three ballots to-day both 
the Stone and the Gibson men made a dead 
set at John B. O’Meara, who they wanted to 
break the St. Louls men away from Dalton. 
John H. Overall worked on Butler trying to 
get Gibson votes, and intimated that the 
Gibson strength could nominate him for 
Lieutenant-Governor. O’Meara promised 
pothing. He is committed to Stone, and his 
efforts are said to be directed to throwing the 
city vote to him when it begins to break, 
There is now little doubt that if Stone is nom- 
inated the genial St. Louisan will get all the 
Stone votes for Lieutenant-Governor. 

On the sixteenth ballot Callaway, which 
has been vacillating between Dalton and 
Yeaman, went to Dalton again, and St. 
Louis farmers went wild. Dalton, however, 
lost a few votes and Stone gained a little. 
John H. Overall said: The Chairman, by 
keeping the aisles clear, has tightened up 
the martingales for a twenty-miletrot. It 
won’t hurt any of these delegates to be talked 
to a little, and now the lines are being drawn 
hard and fast around the delegates, so that 
we are lixely to stay here all day balloting.“ 

EIGHTEENTH BALLOT. 

The motion to take a recess having been 
voted down hy a close vote, the eighteenth 
ballot was ordered. It resulted:

When the result was announced, and be- 
fore the Chair could call for the nineteenth 
ballot, the Jackson Oounty delegation moved 
for a recess until 3 o’clock. It was once 
again voted down. 


*‘ STONE NOMINATED. 

The nineteenth ballot did the work and 
Stone won the prize. 

The break started by Callaway to Stone 
was followed up by the anti-Noonan dele- 
gates in St. Louis who jumped from Gibson 
to Stone. Then some of the Noonan dele- 
gates jumped into line, McGroarty of the 
Sixteenth being the first. Then Putnam 
County added to the excitement by changing 
from Gibson to Stone. John H. Carroll made 
the announcement for Putnam. Chair- 
man C. CO. Matt nad a hand 
in stampeding St. Louis Gibson delegates 
to Stone. He was seen in conversation with 
the delegates just before the break. His own 
wards, the Fifteenth and Seventeenth, 
quickly followed the Tenth ward. Before the 
vote could be announced a high windstorm 
struck the town from the North and created 
such a clatter that a partial panic followed, 
Delegates ran right and left and scrambled 
to getoutofthe hall. It took some time to 
restore order. 

THE STAMPEDE GROWS. 

Callaway broke loose from its instructions, 
which were Yeaman firstand Dalton second, 
and cast its eight votes for Stone. This 
caused a big demonstration in the 
hall, the Stone delegates yelling louder 
than ever. When the Jasper Oounty 
delegation was called, another row broke in 
the delegation; an effort was made to give 
three votesto Stone, engineered by Phelps. 
The delegation was polled amidst considera - 
ble confusion. Phelps’ name was called first 
and he voted for Stone. The poll showed ie 
for Claycomb and 1½ for Stone. 

Jefferson County changed from 5 for Dalton 
to 5 for Gibson. This caused prolonged cheer- 
ing on the part of the Gibson men. Then Yea- 
man and Cla;comb went to pieces and Stone 
gathered the pieces. When the Tenth Ward 
st. Louis, was called, the delegation changed 
its 2 votes from Gibson to Stone. : 

Such tumultuous scenes attending the 
changing of votes to Stone on the nineteenth 
and decisive ballot have scarcely, if ever, 
been witnessed in a State convention. 

Dalton and Gibson were outside and re- 
ceived the news of the change coolly at first, 
but both were visibly agitated when Jt 
seemed certain that Stone would win, and 


when Stone’s victory was a certainty they | 


shook hands with one anotherand entered 
the hall. : 

Dalton picked up a big crayon sketch of 
Stone attached to a pole and Gibson took the 
banner of the Stone Club. They ascended 
the rostrum together and proposed three 
cheers for Stone, waving the 
banners at the same time. Such 
yells were probably never before heard in 
Jefferson City. In the confusion, a Stone 
delegate taunted a Jackson County delegate 
and gota blow in the face in return. A fight 
followed but the belligerents were soon sep- 
arated. 

Stone was sent for and made a speech. He 
was congratulated by the defeated candi- 
dates when he stepped on the platform. 
The Stone enthusiasts are now parading the 
streets witha band yelling for the nominee, 


THE LAST BALLOT. 


The rapid change of votes on tne nineteenth 
ballot and the great confusion growihg out of 
the excitement of delegates as well as the 

panic caused by the wind storm 

it impossible for the clerks to 
accurately keep the list of votes 
and the offered amount of 
the vote was greatly delayed. 

The final ballot stood: Stone 827, Dalton 
187, Gibson 55, Yeaman 8, Claycomb 5.

The fractional votes shown in the ballots 
occur in this way. A county delegation may 
reduce its total vote to fractionsand cast an 
equal fractional part to each candidate be- 
fore the convention or a small fraction to one 
candidate and the remaining strength of the 
delegation to some other candidate.

SCENES OF THE LONG SESSION. 

A telegram from B. M. Haydon!’’ an- 
nounced Secretary Dave Wallace, at the be- 
ginning of the night session. 

**Read it!’’ shouted a delegate, and a roar 
of laughter followed this impertinent appli- 
cation of a common convention phrase. 

ve Wallace, the County Treasurer of 
Jackson, is a handsome young fellow witha 
will ofhisown. When the delegates began 
to howl ‘‘louder,’’ at him, in the midst of 
great disorder, he shouted back at them: 

If you fellows stop talking you can hear 
me well enough.’’ 

During the morning and afternoon sessions 
the Secretary wore a pretty puffed-bosom 
shirt. At night he appeared in a fearful and 
wonderful neglige shirt striped like a con- 
vict’s clothes, and with a huge turned-down 
collar that made him look like a hybrid man- 
of-warsman. He had just commenced read- 
I telegrams when a delegate shouted 
at him: 


**Where did you get that shirt, Dave?’’ 

— it!“ Dave shouted back at him 
gay. 

DR. LUTZ INDULGES IN REPARTEE. 

The convention was very impatient and 
disorderly while Chairman Frank J. Lutz 
read the long and prosy platform. Very lit- 
tle of it was heard.by the delegates. Some of 
them hummed songs, and others went about 
conversing in the aisles. Finally they began 
to shout at Dr. Lutz. 

How much more?’’ one delegate yelled. 

Dr. Lutz glared at him, but said nothing. 

Have the rest of them printed, shouted 
another delegate near the platform. 

**Yes,’’ said the doctor, write your photo- 
graph!’’ 

The delegate was wearing a pair of delapi- 
dated trousers, anda dirty white shirt, and 
as the gaze of the convention, following Dr. 
Lutz’ withering look, riveted itself upon him, 
he sank back in his chair, behind one of the 
district poles. 

Temporary Chairman John Norton called 
— — the clerk was adding up the fifth

SOBER ST. LOUIS POLITICIANS. 

Inalittle talk in the convention, when 
things dragged fora minute, something was 
said about the drinking generally here of the 
delegates from St. Louis. P. R. Gitzgibbon, 
the Sprinkling Inspector, fired up at once. 

Half a dozen men do all the noisy drink- 
ing for the whole St. Louis crowd of dele- 
gates, said he. 
District delegates just now. Ican point out 
several men in that who are total abstainers, 
who never touch a drop of anything. There's 
Billy O’Brien, Daniel O'Connell Tracy, John 
and Mike Kelly, Barney Fogarty and myself 
to start with.

CANDIDATES AT EASE. 

Judge Gibson aiso took matters easy while 
the balloting was under way last night. He 
remained down stairs under a coal window 
in the State Auditor’s office and received the 
ballots as they were given to the State 
officials. He chatted pleasantly and said 
that, anxious as he was to win, the result of 
the convention would not seriously interfere 
with his complacency. 

Spud Stephens, brother of Col. Lon YV., 
Stephens, and W. M. Draffen remained up 
up all night at Stephens headquarters, work- 
ing like Trojans, and did effective work. 

While the balloting was in progress Col. 
Dalton sat in the Senate Chamber across the 
aisle. He came out after every ballot to meet 
his messengers at the door. He was cool 
and collected, much more so than his excited 
and perspiring lieutenants, who rushed 
around with their coats off and suspenders 
down, Farmer Dick’s coolness occasioned 
much remark. 

ONE RXCELLENT SPEFCH. 

There was only one excellent speech made 
by the delegates Who nominated candidates 
for Governor. That was made by Mayor W. 
S. Oowherd of Kansas City, who put Judge 
Gibson in nomination. Mayor Cowherd is a 
very young man, much under 40, witn a long 
head, high forehead and thin face. His mus- 
tache is brown and close cut, his upper lip is 
short, and with every word he shows white 
teeth. He wore a puffed bosom shirt, no 
vest, a sack coat, light trousers and patent 
leather shoes. When he began his speech he 

ut his handsin his pockets, but in an instant 

ook them out, and then used them in very 
graceful gesture, His speech was that of a 
cultured man, and more thanonce he was on 
the verge of eloquence. He never addressed 
the convention as Gentlemen,“ but always 
as °‘Sirs,’’ and every sentence was so nicely 
balanced as to be a polisbed piece of rhetoric, 

Certainly, he could never have made such 
aspeech extempore. He madea number-of 
very happy hits. He alluded to Kansas as 
that fantastical and fanatical Republican 
State.“ He spoke of Ireland as ‘‘that op- 
pressed country where every clod has given 
us a poet, orator or statesman.’’ Gib- 
son @ called the maniiest 
who ever helped a friend or A faced a 
oe. And.“ he added, after him troop 
no ghosts from former battle-nelds, a hit 
at other candidates who had made enemies. 
He reminded the convention, too, that of the 
last seven Governors of the State, five had 
been born in Kentucky, and it was time for 
the State to honor another native-born son.

The Democrats of Missouri have known what it 
was to live under a Government based on Federal 
coercion and returning board methods, and they 
have learned by bitter experience that its legitimate 
fruits are fraud and usurpation, prostitution of the 
ballot, contempt for the pocmie’s will as expressed 
at the polls, robbery of the taxpayers, profligacy in 
the expenditure ofthe public moneys, dishonored 
officlais , betrayal of trusts, anda weakening of the 
respect for law, which is the basis of all civilized 
government. 

We 8 the people of Missouri on the 
progress of the State, on itsincrease in wealth and 
on the wisdom of its moeratie constitution, 
through the operation of which, with the Demo- 
cratic party continuously in administration in the 
State since its adoption, liberty, iife and property 
have been protected, the increased demand for 
schools and eleemosynary institutions has been 
complied with, while at the same time the rate of 
taxation has been steadily reduced.

The Committee on Credentials of this con- 
vention has established a precedent for 
future conventions that will utterly cripple 
St. Louis“ power of helping or hurting one 
candidate or the other by an unexpected 
stroke. 

The city has fifty-six votes. Hitherto it has 
been placed atthe end of the roll call, and 
these fifty-six votes, plumped for a candi- 
date atthe very end of the balloting had 
often muchto dowitha nomination. The 
Credentials Committee decided to put St. 
Louis just ahead of St. Louis County, with 
nineteen counties following it, to neutralize 
its influence if they wanted to doit.

REGRET THAT HE MUST do WHILE THE 
CONVENTION IS IN SESSION. 


‘The Ex-State Treasurer Makes Up His 
Mind That Further Efforts to Arrest 
the Judgment of the Court Will Be 
Hopeless—His Wife and Daughter to 
Plead With the Governor for His 
Pardon. 


To-morrow morning Ex-Treasurer Edward 
T. Noland will kiss his family good-bye, go 
direct tothe Union Depot and take a train 
for Jefferson City toenter the Penitentiary, 
where he will serve out his two years’ sen- 
tence. When a Post-Dispatcn reporter 
called at the Noland residence, No. 3129 
Chestnut street this morning, Mr. No- 
land was sitting in a big arm- 
chair in the hallway smoking 4a 
pipe and his little twin babies were playing 
at his feet on the floor, little dreaming that 
within twenty-four hours their father 
would be an inmate of the State Penitentiary. 
Mr. Noland arose from his chair and gave the 
Post-DisPATCH reporter a hearty wel- 
crime. When asked if there was any truth 
in the report circulated tothe effect that he 
would leave for the Penitentiary Thursday 
morning he hesitated a moment, but only for 
a moment, when he replied: 

WILL GIVE HIMSELF UP. 

It is a fact. Ihave made up my mind to 
go and serve my sentence and get the matter 
of my mind. I made up my mind when my 
cousin, Charlie Noland, left for Washington 
that I would adopt this course, as I can no 
longer bear the suspense. We have 
been unable to get the case be- 
fore the United States Supreme Court 
on a technical point, and as Judge Thayer is 
out of the city we will be unable to go ahead 
with the habeas corpus proceedings, and as I 
see no way out of my difficulty I propose to 
80 to Jefferson City and turn 
myself over to the authorities, serve out 
my sentence likea man, and when I have 
been released I will have the consolation of 
Knowing that it is all over and that Iam once 
more a free man. 

There being at this time no Judge ofa Fed- 
eral Court in this State, I can effect an appeal 
to the Supreme Court in two ways only. 

First. After I should be taken into custody 
by the Marshal of the Supreme Court of this 
State, who is my brother, I might, if I could 
induce him to hold me here long enough for 
me to send an attorney to Minneapolis to 
present my application for a writ of habeas 
corpus to Judge Caldwell, the United States 
Circuit Judge of this District. In securing 
the writ in this manner it would necessarily 
place my brother in a very embarrassing 
situation. This I will not do. 

Second. Icould go to an adjoining State 
and find some Judge of a United States 
Court and await the requisition of the Gov- 
ernor of this State, where I could apply for 
a writ of habeas corpus. If, ineither case, 
the writ should be denied ime, I could appeal 
to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
which appeal would stop all proceedings in 
the State Court until it was passed 
upon, To secure it in this way 
would cause me to be a fugitive from justice 
and I would forfeit my bond. I will not bea 
fugitive from justice. If I had wanted to be 
one I could have done so before this and in- 
stead of being at the doors of the peniten- 
tiary I could be in some safe retreat enjoying 
the luxury of wealth. Neither will I forfeit 
my bond and abuse the kindness of

Of course my 
family is mortified beyond endurance over 
the thought thatI am to be a convict but 1 
see no way out ofthe predicament that I am 
unfortunately placed in, and while [am 
also embarrassed over the situation, 

will give myself up to 
Warden Morrison and expect to be treated 
just the same as the other prisoners. As far 
as lam concerned I care very little what is 
said about me. ; 

I have not the words to express my feelings 
to the hundreds of friends that have assisted 
me in my case and comforted myself and my 
family during my trouble. Some day I may 
be able to repay them individually 
or their trouble, but at present 

am standing at * doors 
of the State prison, and all that I can do is to 
thank them from the bottom of my heart for 
their kindness.’’

DONOHUE’S DARING. 


A Sing Sing Convict’s Desperate Attempt 
to Escape. 

Sinc SinG, N. T., July 20.—A convict named 
Donohue made an attempt to escape from 
Sing Sing prison Monday night. He rigged 
up a dummy in his cell and when work 
stopped for the day, instead of going to his 
cell, he hid himself in the workshop. When 
the convicts formed in line to be locked up 
for the night Donohue was missed from 
the ranks. Deputy Warden Connaughton 
hastened to the man’s cell, where he found 
an ingeniously constructed figure of a man 
ina sitting position on a chalr. The face of 
the man was made of putty and was an ex 
act counterpart of the human face with hair 
of tow and eye-brows of bristles. The eyes 
and nose hada natural look that was wonder- 
ful. The figure was clothed in a convict’s 
coat, shirt and cap. 

Donohue was found in hiding under a 
bench in the overallshop. A very long and 
sharp knife was found upon him. When he 
was hustied from his hiding place he made a 
lunge at Warden Oonnaughton, and had it 
not been fo&the latter’s quickness in jump- 
ing aside, fie would certainly have been 
killed. As it was the knife was buried in the 
wood ofthe wall and broken. The fellow 
had to be roughly handled before he could be 
placed in the dark cell, where he will be kept 
on bread and water fora week. Donohue is 
an Englishman and isserving a term of ten 
years for larceny. He has been ten months 
in the prison.

This morning Al Bevis, whois 
the ouly representative of the trustin this 
city, cailed upon Secretary Morgan and de- 
manded that the $1.10 quotation be erased 
and the trust quotation of 81.15 be 
substituted. Secretary Morgan consulted 
the members of the Quotation 
Committee, who decided that the quotation 
made by the anti-trust distillery was per: 
fectly proper, Mr. Bevis then went to Car- 
roll Taylor, Chairman of the Quotation 
Committee, and noisily protested against 
the decision. Mr. Taylor was calm but 
immovable, declined to be bluffed, and in- 
formed Mr. Bevis that neither he nor anyone 
else could compel him to put up false quota- 
tions. This move is looked upon as the first 
step ina war by the Whisky Trust on the 
Central Distillery.

Dr, Priest has everything in readiness at 
the City Dispensary to handle cases of sun- 
Stroke and prostrations from the heat. The 
warm weather of the past few days, coupled 
with the general sultriness which prevailed 
last night over the entire city, is Uixely to 
prove productive of serious results in a few 
days, unless there is a material change. 

‘When the nights become too warm for 
sleeping we always look out for cases of sur 
stroke the following day,’’ said the doctor,

The treatment in all cases at the Dispensary 
is much the same as that in vogue in all large 
cities to-day throughout the country. 

The ambulance which is sent forthe pa- 
tient contains bags of ice toapply to the 
head and neck while he is being carried to 
the Dispensary. Upon his arrival he is 
stripped, placed on a cot witha wire mat- 
tress and buckets of ice water poured over 
him. This is done to reduce the tem pera- 
ture as rapidly as possible, for a man cannot 
live long with his blood raging at from 106 to 
110 deg. 

In case of reaction of the heart subcuta- 
neous injections of digitalis or other power- 
ful drugs are administered. 

Under this treatment statistics show that 
not more than one case in tenof sunstroke 
proves fatal. The after effects are quite an- 
other thing, many persons once prostrated 
never fully recovering their normal health.

FEDERAL COURT NOTES, 


The Office of Marshal of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals Abolished. 


The Circuit Court of Appeals willin future 
be obliged to transact business without the 
aid of a United States Marshal of 
its own. The office of Marshal 
of the Circuit Court of Appeals has been 


abolished by Congress. The bill providin 
for the abolition of this office was introduce 
in the House of Representatives and passed 
by that body tacked as a rider on to an ap- 
propriation bill. The Senate refused to 
concur wtih this feature of the 
bill and a conference committee 
was appointed. Several modifications were 
made in the bill, andthe clause abolishing 
the office of United States Marshalof the 
court in questiau was restored, and 
passed by both houses of Congress, In 
future the marshals of the District 
Courts will serve as marshals for the 
Circuit Court of Appeals. There are nine 
divisions of this court, and nine marshals, at 
a salary Of 52,500 for each. The marshal for 
the court for this circult is W. R. Hodges, 
and the abolition of the office is regretted, 
not only by his host of friends, but by all the 
court officials, with whom he is extremely 
popular. 

The officials of the United States Court are 
anxiously awaiting the action of Congress on 
the deficiency bill. The appropriations for 
salaries was exhausted in April last 
and since that period nothing has been 
pald. A bill has been introduced making the 
necessary appropriations, but has not as yet 
been passed. 

This morning M. F. Vandover of Barfield, 
Mo., was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Crawford charged with retail- 
ing liquors without the payment of a special 
tax. He waived examination and was held 
in $200 bond toappear before the November 
term of court.

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Franklin and St. Louis County Delegates 
Go Back on Kinsey and Kiskadden— 
The Latter Refuses to Let His Name 
Go Before the Convention—Ohange in 
Committee Representation. 


The Tenth Congressional District Repub- 
lican Convention went in session at Clayton 
atillo’clock this morning. Delegates were 
onthe scene early, but the convention was 
late getting together, the rival hosts putting 
in some hours in electioneering for their re- 
spective champions. There were three 
prominent candidates in the field, Richard 
Bartholdt and W. M. Kinsey of st. Louis and 
Gapt. J. O. Kiskadden of Franklin County, 
and the lieutenants of each flitted among 
the delegates in hopes of changing enough 
votes to secure the nomination of their par- 
ticular man. : 

It wasthe original intention ofthe Bar- 
tholdt men go out from the city with a brass 
band and enter Clayton with a blare 
of trumpets. In view of the recent 
tragedy there, however, which was 
the direct outgrowth of the campaign, it was 
concluded that such a display would be out of 
place and the demonstration was accord. 
ingly abandoned, the Bartholdt forces enter- 
ing the town very quietly. They immediately 
set to work endeavoring to secure the five 
votes which Mr. Bartholdt lacked of the 57 
necessary to nominate, They made a 
hard fight to win over the necessary 
five, but the opposition was firm and it was 
the general belief that the efforts of the St. 
Louls men were in vain. While trying to 
secure other delegates the Bartholdt men dis- 
covered that there was a split in their own 
ranks, It was in the Fifth Ward delegation. 
There had been two Bartholdt tickets in the 
eld in that ward and no Kinsey ticket. This 
morning when it was discovered that 
there was dissension in the ranks 
of the delegation, Bartholdt's leaders im- 
mediately set about patching matters up. 
It was tound that a majority of the delegates 
were firm in their support of the st. Louis 
editor, and a unit rule was passed requiring 
the delegaticn of the ward to vote together. 
By this means Bartholdt’s leaders concluded 
they could hold their forces intact. 

FIGHTING BARTHOLDT. 

The St. Louis County and Franklin County 
delegates made a hot fight on Bartholdt, 
claiming that he represented the push“ 
element of St. Louis Republican politics, and 
also that he was in with the Dosenbach 
boss rule of St. Louis County. The killing of 
Maj. Smith by Dosenbach also created an 
undercurrent against Bartholdt, which made 
the task of winning over delegates to his side 
very difficult. There was a feeling this 
morning that the Kinsey dele- 
gates from the city and the Frank- 
lin and St. Louis County delegates 
would eventually consolidate on Kiskadden 
and give him the nomination, but by the 
time the convention took a recess the pre- 
valling sentiment was that none of the prom- 
inent candidates would get the place, but 
that a St. Louis County or Frankiin County 
dark horse would he chosen. Several con- 
ferences were held by the leaders during the 
morning in hopes of concentrating the oppo- 
sition against Bartholdt on some one man, 
but they proved futile. 

THE TEMPORARY ORGANIZATION. 

The convention was held in Mt. Olive 
Saengerbund Hall. When II o’clock, the 
hour for meeting arrived, Delegate Julius 
Wurtzburger of the Twenty-third Ward, St. 
Louis, asked that the convention be declared 
convened. F. W. Rauschenstein, Chairman 
of the Congressional Committee, said that 
the st. Louis County and Frank- 
lin County delegations were in caucus 
and that the convention could not be opened 
without them. Delegate Wurtzburger then 
wanted a committee appointed to bring them 
into the hall. This was not done either, but 
the delegates appeared afew minutes jater 
andthe convention opened. Hon. John C. 
Crow of Franklin County, a Kiskadden man, 
was made temporary chairman and William 
Hepner of St. Louls City, a Bartholdt man, 
temporary secretary. Alex Kesler, also of St. 
Louis, was elected temporary sergeant-at- 
arms. 

After the convention had got down to work 
a delegate from the county offered a resolu- 
tion that all committees in the District Con- 
gressional Conventions and the Congress- 
ional Committee for the ensuing two years be 
appointed on a basis of each 1,000 votes cast 
for Kimball in 1888 instead of one from each 
ward and three from St. Louls County and 
two from Franklin County, as at pres- 
ent, The resolution was carried, 
This will give St. Louls and 
Franklin Counties equal representation with 
the city, which formerly controlled the com- 
mittees by 6 votes to 5. Now there will be 18 
votes, 9 from the city and 9 from the two 
counties combined, 

A delegate from St. Louls County moved 
to dispense with the appointing of a Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. This met with oppo- 
sition from St. 2 and the chair refused 
to put it toa vote, declaring it out of order.

MEDICAL EXPERTS CALLED TO THE WIT- 
NESS-STAND. 


The Brother of the Accused Reads Gush- 
ing Letters That Passed Between the 
Alice and Her Victim-—The Girl’s 
Father Uncovers the Family Secrets— 
Miscellaneous Crime News. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 20.—Hearing of the 
Alice Mitchell case was resumed in the 
Criminal Court this morning before a large 
audience, a greater number of married and 
single ladies being present and having seats 
inside the bar railings. Robert Mitchell, a 
brother to Alice, was on the stand all 
the morning reading and explaining letters, 
cyphers and other little things connected 
with the case. These letters were not only 
these which werein the possession of Miss 
Mitchell, but also those in the hands of 
Atty.-Gen. Peters and which were written 
Dy Alice Mitchell to Freda Ward 
As well as those which were 
written to young men- . Miss Mitchell for 
amusement by way ‘matrimonial cor- 
respondence and unt .« non de: plume. 
They are all of the san / character, full of 
gushing school-girl affection, flirtation and 
endearing expressions, The correspondence 
between Alice Mitchell and Freda Ward 
shows the existence of a fervid reciprocal 
passion, disclosing perverted sexual incli- 
nations interspersed here and there with the 
ludicrous. In all this passionate scribbling 
there is not a word or line in the entire corre - 
spondence to suggest a depraved or degraded 
mind; nothing unchaste and not even a word 


of slang. 

The remaining hourupto the time of ad- 
ournment of court was occupied in examin- 
ng physicians as experts as to the normal 

condition of the pretty prisoner at the bar. 
THE IMPORTANT. TESTIMONY. 

It is evident that counsel for the prisoner 
rely mainly on the testimony of the father, 
Mr. George Mitchell, to establish the plea of 
insanity of their client. The chief points in 
this testimony are worth producing in de- 
tail. Whenon the witness stand last Mon- 
Gay Mr. Mitchell said: 

‘*] knew my present wife some four years 
before we were married, but never observed 
any signs of weak intellect until after our 
first child was born. This insanity first 
manifested itself by my wife taking an aver- 
gion to her sister, wholivedin an adjoining 
part of the house. The confine- 
ment, which immediately preceded 
the mental disturbance, was not 
attended by any unusual pain. She made 
threats against her new-born babe, and we 
bad to keep the child away. she had as 
great an aversion to myself as to anyone 
else. We had to send her to an asylum. 
There was no mental trouble perceptible 
when other children were born until 1872, 
when Alice was born. She never paid social 
visits since the year 1857, when her mental 
trouble first appeared, until the present 
time, although prior to the birth of that first 
child she visited quite frequently. She never 
gives any reason for not visiting, except that 
she does not want to go and would rather 
stay at home. Alice is the last child born to 
us. My wife’s mental trouble at the time of 
Alice’s birth was not as serious as at the 
birth of her first child. Her mental trouble 
came on before the birth of Alice and during 
the state of pregnancy. After her 
recovery from that mental disturb- 
ance she became about as she was before. 
She was not violent then, though she threat- 
ened my oldest daughter some. Her dislike 
for the young woman was not such as 
usually arises between a step-mother and 
step-daughter, for my daughter had no dis- 
like or aversion for her step-mother. The 
Lr woman never gave a harsh reply to 

er step-mother. Ihad to send this step- 
Gaughter away atthetime Alice was born. 
She remained away afew weeks, and when 
she came back I saw my wife would make it 
unpleasant and probably dangerous if she 
stayed there, and Il sent her away again. She 
has not seen my wife since then, twenty 
years ago. She has not been in Memphis 
since. There has been no corres pondence be- 
tweenthem. I suppose their feelings for 
each other are as before. 

Alice Mitchell deported herself leisurely. 
During the time her father had been giving 
his testimony between sobs, his daughter had 
been listening without loss of composure and 
witn a reassuring equanimity. When court 
adjourned she fastened on her heavy brown 
vell calmly, arose and walked coolly out of 
the court-room, accompanied by her brother 
and father. 

AS SHE APPEARS IN COURT. 

When Miss Mitchell comes into the court- 
court her face is completely hidden ina veil. 
She is within a few months of 20 years of age, 
yet her figure is that of a mere girl. Her 
shoulders are narrow, though square, her 
waist is slender and her hips unusually large 
in proportion. Her corsage gives no evidence 
of the least development of the bust, but with 
that exception it may be said that her figure, 
while petite, is unusually symmetrical. She 
wears a dress of black lawn of plain though 
becoming pattern. Ather throat is a small 
poss pin, and, hanging conspicuously from 

er waist, is a flashing gold watch chain, 
She steps firmly and resolutely to her seat 
behind her lawyers and facing the court, 
without displaying the least nervousness. 
Her face is surmounted bya jaunty sailor hat 
of the present season’s style, of cream color 
and trimmed with a delicate white lace. Be- 
peath this hat is as pretty a face as an ardent 
young man ever stopped on the street to 

aze back upon. It is an oval face, regular 

n contour. The hair is a very light shade of 
brown. The lips are well formed and excel- 
lently proportioned to the face. The ears are 
small and well formed, decorated with small 
earrings. 

Her face is of that clear-cut style indica- 
tive ofa nne and delicately sensitive mental 
organism, and her close watch upon the law- 
yers indicated that no point in all the argu- 
ment and proceedings escaped her attention 
and thorough understanding.

UPHELD A STRIKER. 


Judge Klein Decides That Michael 
Fleischman Need Not Pay Alimony. 


198 


PLANING MILL MEN’S STRIKE 
BROUGHT TO LEGAL NOTICE. 


THE 


Fleischman Testifies That He Is Out of 
Work Because He Fears to Go Back— 
—One Injunction Against the City 
Refused and Another Granted—Cir- 
cuit Court News. 


Judge Klein madea ruling to-day which 
will be deeply discussed, and will be re- 
garded as a victory in labor circles. 
Michael Fleischmann, one of the 
striking planing mill men, was 
in Judge Klein’s court as a defendant in a 
suit for a divorce by his wife, Annie. A mo- 
tion for alimony was being argued 
on the case. Attorney John B. 
Roeder, Fleischmann’s attorney, put his 
client on the stand and showed by him that 
he was out of employment, being on a strike, 
and without means, and argued that a mo- 
tion ordering him to pay his wife alimony 
should not be entered under the 
circumstances, Attorney Gfeller, Mrs. 
Fleischmann’s lawyer, argued that strikes 
were no excuse for a man being idle. Fleisch- 
mann could get work ifhe would take it, the 
attorney held, and should be 
made to support his wife. Judge 
Klein, however, decided that being on a 
Strike, under the circumstances, was a 
sufficient cause why the court should not 
make the order at the present time and re- 
fused to grant the prayer. 

Judge Klein put Fleischmann through a 
severe cross-examination, however, before 
he refused to make the order. 

In answer to questions by the Court, Fleisch- 
mann said he had no employment, because 
he was Ona strike. He was afraid to go to 
work, he said, andif he left the union he 
could not get any work., ne said, 
when the strike was over. He was drawing 
$2 a week from the union, and his wife 
wanted $4 a week alimony. Judge Klein 
stated, after examining Fleischmann, that 
he thought that he was justified in not going 
to work, as in consequence of the tyranny of 
the union he had reason to fear for his per- 
sonal safety if he did so. 


Refused an Injunction. 


Judge Klein gave his decision to-day in the 
injunction suit brought by the A. B. Mayer 
Manufacturing Co. against the city of St. 
Louis and Chief Sanltary Officer Charles W. 
francis, to restrain the city authorities from 
interfering witha private waste pipe which 
conveyed the waste water of the Mayer Man- 
ufacturing Co.’s bone factory at Second and 


Withers avenue into a drain leased from the 
Wabash Rallroad Co., which in turn empties 
intothe city sewer. The Court refuses to 
grant the injunction. 

Judge Klein in his opinion reviews the case 
fully. The defendant, the Court states, con- 
nected with the private sewer of 
the Wabash Railway by contract 
with the railroad company, but 
without the consent of the city. A suit was 
first begun in the Circuit Court to compel the 
Sewer Commissioner by a writ of mandamus 
to issue a permit to the Mayer Manufacturing 
Co. to allow it to connect with the dis- 
trict sewer. The suit was tried be- 
fore Judge Dillon and submitted to 
him. While the case was held 
by Judge Dillon under advisement, the suit 
was dismissed by the plaintiff and the pres- 
ent suit brought to restrain the city authori- 
ties from severing the connection made by 
the bone factory with the Wabash drain, as 
they threatened todo. A temporary injunc- 
tion was granted pending the suit. 

Judge Klein does not pass upon the ques- 
tion whether the bone factory is a nuisance 
ornot, but decides the case on the ground 
that the city authorities have the right to 
control the sewers of the city. The court 
also holds that the Wabash Company had no 
right to lease the use ofits private drain to 
other parties. The drain was maintained for 
the purpose of drainjng the surface water off 
of the company’s tracks. 

»The fact, says the Court, that the 
railroad company has a right to maintain 
this drain into the sewer for the discharge of 
the surface water that might otherwise accu- 
mulate yong or upon its tracks does not carry 
with it the rightto grant permits to connect 
withthe sewers of the city through such 
drain. The sewer itself is made under the 
control and supervision ofthe city. It alone 
nas the rightto grant permits for connec- 
tions. It would introduce an intolerable 
state of affairs if the lawful regulations of the 


lic welfare simply nugatory. 
seeks the aid of a court of conscience to pro- 
tect it in the evasion of the law.

CARDINAL GIBBONS’ DENIAL 


He Has Not Approved Antagonism To- 
ward German Catholics. 


The following statement from Cardinal 
Gibbons is taken from the Volkszeitung of Bal - 


timore: 

An extract from the Philadelphia Press of 
June 27 was published in the last issue of this 
paper, and in it several sentences were men- 
tioned, taken from the memorial of the Rt. 
Rev. Archbishop Ireland to His Holiness 
Pope Leo, with reference to the German- 
speaking Gatholics of this country. In his 
memorial Archbishop Ireland says that he 
has had considerable trouble with the Ger- 
man-speaking Catholics of his diocese, they 
being so very intent on ge ae their 
language, thereby neglecting the Enzlish and 
ruining the parochial schools. If this evil 
was not soon remedied and if he, the Arch- 
bishop, was not supported in his work of 
Americanizing the German Catholics by the 
Holy See, the future would bring with ita 
persecution of the Catholic Churchin Amer- 


ca. 

In his closing remarks he adds that His 
Eminence, Cardinal Gibbons, had indorsed 
and sanctioned everything contained in the 
memorial. 

Cardinal Gibbons’ attention having been 
called to the above he expressed himself very 
much offended -and pained as he was being 
placed in a very awkward position as re- 

ards the German > igre Catholics. 
je immediately calle together several 
priests and before them solemnly and em- 
phatically made the following statements: 

1. That the above statement with regard 
to himself was entirely false and ungrounded. 

2. That with the exception of what he had 
seen in the daily papers he had had no 
knowledgeof the memorial of Archbishop 
Ireland, much less ever seen the same. 

Only once, some four months ago, and at 
the special request of His Holiness Pope Leo 
had he sent to Rome a report of the school 
question. He showed a — od of this report, 
and in it no mention is made of the German 
speaking Catholics, the word German not 
being used throughout the whole epistle.

DOSENBACH FURNISHES BAIL 


The Sheriff Released on $30,000 Bond— 
His Preliminary Hearing Concluded. 


The preliminary examination of Sheriff E. 
L. Dosenbach was concluded yesterday af- 
ternoon and he was admitted to bail by 
Squire Caffrey in the sum of $30,000. Messrs. 
August Gehner of St. Louis, Henry Chomeau 
of Clayton, John G. Schuetz, M. B. Greens- 
felder and Jacob Kraemer of Statmann 
signed his bond. 

After the testimony of Wm. 7. Shores, a 


clerk of the Probate Court, which was re- 
ported in full in eo PosT-DISPATCH, 
had Ween concluded, Dr. E. M. Nelson of St. 
Louls, who assisted in the post-mortem ex- 
amination ofthe body of Maj. Smith, was 
put on the stand. He stated that the death of 
Maj. Smith was caused »b a bullet 
wound, the bullet having entered his head 
above the right eye and passed back through 
the brain. Another bullet wound was found 
abouttwo inches below the left nipple, the 
ball having passed down through the right 
Kidney, Either wound would have been 
fatal, the one through the brain producing 
death almost instantly. The wounds could 
not have been made while the right side of 
the body was toward the person who fired, 

Deputy Sheriff John W. Belleville testified 
to having found a knife on the floor of the 
court room near where Maj. Smith was sit- 
ting previous to the shooting. He also testi- 
fled to having taken Sheriff Dosenbach’s pis- 
tol from him after the shooting. He gave it 
to Daniel Dosenbach, son of the Sheriff, and 
he gave it to Al Wangler, who returned it to 
the office later. 

Daniel Dosenbach corroborated the state- 
ment of Mr. Belleville concerning the pistol. 
The defense offered no testimony, and Jus- 
tice Caffrey announced that he would admit 
the defendant to bail in the sum of $30,000. 
Sheriff Dosenbach’s attorneys had a bond 
prepared and bondsmen ready, and the 
Sheriff was released about 5:30 o’clock. He 
went immediately to his home. Sheriff 
Dosenbach will continue to hold his office.

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CONGRESS CRITICISED. 


Chicagoans Dissatisfied With World’s 
Fair Bill Proceedings. 
CHICAGO, III., July 20.—Chicagoans were 
considerably put out by the action of the 
House in refusing to concur in the Senate 
amendment to the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill appropriating $5,000,000 for the 
World’s Fair. When the news reached the 
directory consternation ruled supreme in the 

headquarters. 

Director Lyman J. Gage was greatly moved 
by the refusal of Congress to make the ap- 
propriation. He was confident, however, 
that better judgment would finally prevail. 
He said: ‘*This action of Congress is most un- 
fortunate. The injury that will be done the 


Fair abroad if the Conference Committee 
does not act promptly will be very great. 
The credit of the country has been pledged 
and foreigners look only to the Government. 
They know nothing of the Exposition com- 
pany and the refusal of Congress to make an 
appropriation will greatly dampen their 
ardor. If the billis promptly referred back 
with a recommendation that it be passed, of 
12 the effect of to-day’s defeat will be 
ttle, 

A great mistake has been made. That 
must be admitted by all. Chicago was asked 
to assume a certain responsibility and it did 
so. All promises made by us have been ful- 
filled. We raised $10,000,000 and that was no 
insignificant undertaking. Never before in 
the history of the world did a people volun- 
tarily assume a debt of so great proportions, 
That amount of money could have been 
raised among people broad-minded, liberal 
and generous. Even in Chicago it required a 
great effort to raise $10,000,000 in cash, and 
now Congress says to us that we must provide 
$5,000,000 more. There is no justiceinit. It 
is not according to the ideas of the American 

eople. This entire country is interested in 

he Fair and the voters will hold Congress re- 
sponsible for its success.’’ 

President Baker was not well yet. Inan- 
swer toa request for an interview he said: 
1 think Congress has made a great mistake. 
The action taken is not final, and lam con- 
fident that ultimately the appropriation will 
be granted. 

Judge Edwin Walker was quite vehement. 
Congress, said he, has only one other 
action to make its record perfect and that is 
to prohibit the holding of the Fair. 

‘**Candidly, lam greatly disappointed, but 
Iam not disheartened. fully expect an ap- 
propriation. The Senate will hold the House 
in session until the Fair is cared for. The 
vote of yesterday simply shows that the 
Congressmen from the South are opposed to 
the Fair. This thing will drift into politics 
yet if care is not taken, and if it does it will 
not benefit the Democratic party.’’

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O’NEILL’S PROVISO. 

Congressman O’NEILL, our O' NEILL, is 
not always right. He is not a prodigy. 
But with his sleepless vigilance and his 
keen eye for his opportunities, he scores 
many a center shot. 

On Tuesday he proposed and the House 
by a vote of 150 to 33 fastened the following 
proviso on the sundry civil bill: 

It shall be unlawful for any officer of the 
Government anthorized to make contracts, 
or any officer in the District of Columbia, to 
contract with any person, firm or corpora- 
tion who employs Pinkerton detectives or 
any other association of men as armed 
guards, and no employe of said detective 
agency or similar agency shall be employed 
in any Government service or by any officer 
of the District of Columbia. 

This isa proviso that the resources of 
our government shall be no longer applied 
directly or indirectly to the support of an 
illegal military establishment, the exis- 
tence of whichisa blatant proclamation 
that our system of government is a failure. 

Congress would have indorsed this false 
proclamation as gospel truth, if, without 
this proviso, it had passed an appropria- 
tion bill carrying extra allowance for 
special police service in Washington, and 
$5,000,000 more toward CARNEGIE’s fat 
World’s Fair jobs. 

With these jobs on hand, in addition to 
his enormously profitable naval contracts 
for ship armor, etc., Baron ANDREW CAR- 
NEGIE, from his castle in Scotland where 
he spends the millions extorted from our 
people through our Government’s favor to 
him, recently issued an order which was a 
most ungrateful and insulting proclamation 
of his contempt for that Government. In 
ordering his American agents to organize 
and equip an illegal baronial army for the 
protection of his property, he proclaimed 
to all the world his opinion that the law of 
the strongest force is the only law re- 
spected here, and that any mob is here 
permitted to deprive a rich man of his 
property unless he organizes, arms and 
pays a stronger mob to protect him. 

Those who indorsed this Carnegie doc- 
trine by voting against the O’ Neill proviso 
are as much promoters of anarchy as the 
Haymarket fellows who were hanged at 
Chicago. The proletarian anarchy favored 
by the latter is no more a menace to peace 
and publi¢ justice than is the plutocratic 
anarchy of the feudal baron kind,available 
for and beneficial to those only who can 
hire the largest mobs of professional kill- 
ers. 

Now, if no man can have his property or 
rights protected in this country unless he 
can hire and arm a Pinkerton battalion 
or guard, it follows that no poor citizen 
can rely on the Government, the laws and 
the courts for protection against the man 
who is able to hire a Pinkerton battalion. 

Has it come to this? If not, then it is time 
for Congress to recognize the situation as 
it is; to brand the Carnegie slander as it 
deserves and to suppress the unlawful 
military body whose employment is but 
the beginning of a war between the pluto- 
cratic and proletarian factions of anar- 
chists. 


CHOLERA AND THE WORLD’S FAIR. 

If cholera come s while the World's Fair 
is open the Asiatic scourge will havea hila- 
rious time in Chicago from all accounts. The 


Herald says: 

The conditions which exist in Chicago to- 
day surpass in wretchedness, discomfort and 
danger to life and health those which have 
prevailedin any other period inthe city’s 
history since the great fire. The alleys reek 
with filth and there is dirteverywhere. The 
discharge of sewage into the lake has im- 
pregnated with death-dealing germs the en- 
tire water supply. The pestilence- breeding 
constituents are in undisputed possession of 
earth, air and water, so far as Chicago is 
concerned. 

The Tribune corroborates the Herald’s 
statement and says: 

The public evils of unpaved, rough and 
filthy streets, rotten, stinking, garbage- 
choked alleys, and a city surrounded with 
huge piles of decaying animal and vegetable 
matter, ought to be abolished before our 
doors are opened to receive the invited visit- 
ors to the World's Fair. 

Mr. ANDREW YOUNG, a well-known 
Chicago sanitarian, says: 

The miles on miles of unpaved alleys at 
present are in a similar condition to the 
houses of the poor in England during the 
black death. History tells us that no abate- 
ment of tlie plague became possible until the 
houses were burned and the survivors forced 
to seek new locations, ina measure profiting 
by past experience. Our alleys have for 
years been in like condition, Filth of every 
description, garbage, stable sweepings, and 
every conceivable rubbish have been de- 
posited yearafter year under conditions no 
better than those mentioned, and which 
decimated a continent. 

The Warden of Cook County Hospital 
(only one of many) says: 

Of the 573 cases in the hospital, on the 12th, 
260 are t¥phoid cases. The records show that 
200 of these haye come in within the last 
twelve days. 

It is the obvious duty of Congress to 
look into this. The World’s Fair Direc- 
tory run by real estate speculators who 
expect to make a good thing out of the 
show demands more millions forthe pur- 
pose. There is a disposition to grant this 
demand, but in the Senate the bill was 
laden with two conditions; one to close 
the grounds Sundays and the other pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquors. These con- 
ditions were made in the interest of a cer- 
tain brand of piety, 

The main proposition has been negatived 
by the House, but the Sunday clause is 
retained, What the Conference Commit- 
tee will\ do with the bill is be- 
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connected with favored industries, but it

$5,000,000 for attractions td ehtice them 
thither is simply criminal. Let the specu- 
lators puta little of their money in sani- 
tary work. Let them pave and clean the 
streets, provide good sewerage and see that 
the water supply is free from impurities, 
Let these be the conditions precedent to 
the grant, If the millionaires of Chicago 
have not pride enough in their city to 
keep it decent and reasonably healthy 
they certainly should not be voted more 
millions by the nation and allowed to 
tempt the people into a death trap.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

If the grain gamblers on the boards of 
trade have no stronger arguments to urge 
against the passage of what is known as the 
anti-option bill, now pending in the Senate, 
than such as appeared in the Globe- Democrat 
of Monday in what purported to be a tele- 


pee from its special correspondent at Wash- 
Beton the probabilities are strong that the 
bill will soon become a law of the land, 

The unanimity with which the farmers 
throughout the country have urged the pas- 
sage of this bill demonstrates conclusively 
that they viewthe methods of ‘‘short-sell- 
~~. adopted on the exchanges and boards 
of trade as thoroughly hurtful to the farmin 
and planting industry, It is also manifes 
that the facts and circumstances they have 
adduced in support of this view have been 
sufficient to persuade a large majority in the 
lower House, and, in all probability, a large 
majority in the Senate, that legisiation of 
this kind is demanded for the benefit and 
protection of the farming industry of the 
8 In addition to this, there can be 
no doubt that public opinion is decidedly 
averse to this method of gambling, not only 
because of its enposeee injury to farmers, 
but more particularly because of what is be- 
lieved to be its immoral and demoralizin 
effects both on the social and commerci 
conditions of the country, 

To overcome these facts and orguments, 
and this manifest public opinion, 8 
more is required than a charge that the dil 
originated or is being promoted by an En- 
glish syndicate“ in the interest of English 
capital, or by the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
or by a combination of elevator men, packers 
or millers, Charges of this kind are easily 
made, but to have their desired effect they 
must supported either by facts or circum- 
stances. Nothing in the way of facts is sub- 
mitted, and the circustances themselves sug- 
= nothing in support of these charges. 

hey are evidently made, not to enlighten or 
convince, but simply in the hope of creating 
prejudice against the bill. 

It must be remembered that the Dill does 
not attempt to interfere with or limit deal- 
ings, whether for speculation or consump- 
tion, in actual products, Thereal grain or 
cotton actually produced may be dealt and 
speculated in under this billtothe same ex- 
tent as they now are. 

The bill seeks to hamper and possibly de- 
stroy what is known as ‘‘short-selling,’’ the 
system of selling wind“ or 51 —— 
and cotton—grain and cotton whic ave 
never been produced and have no real ex- 
istence, and yet are so dealt in as to com- 
pete with the actual product in establishing 
its market value with the same force and ef- 
fectasifthey did in fact really exist. It 
aims at wind, not substance. 

his being so, on what ground can it be 
charged that elevator men or railroad menor 
miilers are secretly combining and confed- 
ae and using improper influences to 
have the bill enacted? Railroads cannot be 
benefited or injured by the bill one way or 
the other. They cannot transport ‘‘wind,’’ 
no matter how much or little of it may 
sold on the boards of trade; the elevator can- 
not store it or charge for its storage, and the 
miller cannot make flour out of it. The busi- 
ness in which these classes are severally en- 
gagedisa business which requires andis 
alone concerned with the jactual, substantial 
product, They can neither gain nor lose by 
dealings in this ‘‘wind’’ stuff, no matter how 
large or small these dealings may be. 

It is therefore idle to hope that charges or 
insinuations ofthis kind will defeat the pas- 
sage of the anti-option bill. The enemies of 
the bill must bring forward something more 
reasonable and plausible than these to con- 
vince Congress that the bill is hostile,as they 
assert it is, to the best interests of the farm- 
er or of legitimate commerce. 

Nor is it a serious objection tothe passage of 
this blll that the transactions it seeks to de- 
stroy will, it it becomes a law, be carried on in 
Engiand or Canada instead ot in this 
country. If it be true, as claimed by the ad- 
vocates of the bill, that the enormous sales 
of „wind“ products tend to un- 
fairly depress the price of actual products; 
that this system of ‘‘wind’’ or ‘‘short sell- 
ing is a gambling device which tends to 
disorganize and unsettle legitimate com- 
merce, and annually lures to defalcation and 
ruin hundreds or thousands of those who 
pg: A positions of public and private trust, 
then the suppression of such a device in our 
own country is desirable, no matter what 
other country may invite and adopt it. If 
other countries want it we should not only be 
willing to let them have it, but thank them 
for taking it.

Murphy’s estimate is based 
upon an equal taxation for all property 
within the proposed and present 
limits. Does Maj, Murphy mean that under 
his plan the freeholder at Kirkwood shall pay 
at the same rate of taxation as the free- 
holder on Broadway? 

What benefits would tue residents and land- 
owners of these suburban towns derive for 
their contribution of this $500,000 per annum? 
Will they be protected by fire department as 
also from the midnight marauder; shall they 
have light and wateras the freeholder on 
Grand avenue; will sufficient schools be as- 
sured? If not, how, in justice to the prop- 
erty-owners in the proposed additional 
limits, can the addition be made? 

The proposed addition to the limits takes in 
more than twenty square miles of territory 
than the — at present contains.

MADISON SQUARE GARDEN THE FOCUS 
OF ENTHUSIASM. 


The Distinguished Leaders Arrived at an 
Early Hour — Hosts of the Faithful 
Gathering—Senator Teller Has Foars 
Concerning Silver States—Senator Hill 
Is Devoted to Duty—General Political 
News and Notes. 


New York, July 20.— Grover Cleveland and 
A. E. Stevenson, the Democratic nominees 
for President and Vice-president, arrived in 
this city this morning. They reached New 
York on the steamer Pilgrim, and were wel 
comed by a gathering of 800 people, who met 
them on the dock. | 

As the hour drew near for the Pilgrim’s ar- 
rival, knots of people gathered in the dock to 
witness the arrival of the Cleveland party. 
Two closed carriages drove up and took posi- 
tions near the landing place. It was just four 
minutes after 7 o’clock when the Pilgrim 
poked her nose around the end of the pier, 
with her prow up the river.

Then, led by 
Mr. Oliver, the party crossed. the 
pier to the carriages. Mr. Cleveland and 
Gen. Stevenson and Messrs. Ewing and 
O’Brien entered one of them, In response to 
aninguiry as to his trip, Mr. Cleveland 
stated thai he had nothing to say just at that 
time.

ASIATIC CHOLERA, 


RIGID QUARANTINE INSPECTION ENFORCED IN 
RUSSIA. 

Sr. PerTersepurG, July 19.—An order has 
been issued by the Ministry of the Interior 
requiring every person who leaves the 
cholera infected districts to be provided with 
acertificate of good heaith. A sanitary in- 
spection is proceeding in the works and 
factories in all the populous centers of the 
empire. Itissemi-officially stated that the 
plague has broken out in the Province of 
Khorassan, Persia. The Novosti urges the 
necessity for an international agreement to 
stamp out the disease and tosave Europe from 
contagion. Adecres has been promulgated 
ordering that imports of cotton, wool and 
similar merchandise from Asia be thoroughly 
disinfected and prohibits the importation of 
skins and vegetables. 

To prevent the introduction of cholera at 
Gibraltar, a week’s quarantine will be im- 
posed on vessels arriving from the Black Sea 
and the Sea of Azov. Steamers coaling 
alongside hulks will not be detained. 

It is officially denied that cholera is

THE BLOODY MOOR, 


FOREIGN MINISTERS PROTEST AGAINST OUT- 
RAGES BY SOLDIERS. 


TANGIER, July 20.—The diplomats here a 
few days ago made a strong appeal to the 
Moorish Foreign Minister against the treat- 
ment accorded foreigners, declaring that 
their Government would hold Morocco 
responsible for the safety in Morocco of the 
subjects of their respective countries. This 
protest has had the desired effect. The 
troops have been warned to desist from mo- 
lesting foreigners, and they have also been 
ordered to restore the cattie and other prop- 
erty that they have stolen from villagers. 
Many Moorish women with their children, 
fearing outrages, abandoned the villages last 
night and sought refuge in the city. The ag- 
itation is now subsiding. It is stated that 
foreign warships will shortly visit Tangier 
again. Refugees who have arrived here re- 
port that the troops have looted houses in 
the villages and outraged women. In many 
cases they chopped off the women’s hands to 
obtain the rings and bracelets they wore.

LAWS. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, July 20.—Sandford Flem- 
ing ©. M. G., has offered a prize of $1,000,000 
forethe best workable measure which, if 
made a law, would give the whole Canadian 
people equal representation in Parliament 
and each elector due weight in the Govern- 
ment through Parliament. Accordingly, he 
invites essays on electoral representation 
and the rectification of Parliament, accom- 
panied by a draft of a bill applicable to the 
country and with a Parliamentary system 
similar in general features to that of Canada.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


MURDER CONSPIRATORS SENTENCED AT 80714 
; BRIEF MENTION, 

SOFIA, July 20.—The trial by court-martial 
of the sixteen conspirators concerned in the 
murder of M. Beltcheff, the Bulgarian 
Minister of Finance, who was shot dead in 
the street in March, 1891, was concluded to- 
day. Four of the prisoners were condemned 
to death. Seven others were sentenced to 
terms ofimprisonment. Those sentenced to 
death are Milaroff, Popoff, Gherergiev and 
Karaguioff. The names of the seven sen- 
tenced to terms of imprisonment are as 
follows: Velekoff, fifteen years; Dwudjoff, 
Bobekuff and Lieut. Vassiliev, nine years 
each; ex-Premier Karaveloff, five years; 
Kitancheff, three years, and Stacoff, sixteen 
months. Lepavetzou was condemned to be 
executed after serving a term of five years 
imprisonment. The other prisoners were 
acquitted. 


STORM IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

LONDON, July 20.— Heavy winds and heavy 
rains are general in Great Britain. The 
storm came from the Atlantic and reached 
Scotland yesterday. It traveled in a south- 
easterly direction, developing into a gale.
